Odober 6. viz, The Marquefs de Villars ar- 
riv'd onthe 28th of September at Hunninghen, 


with the foremoft Troops of his Detachment, 
and on the 13th he was fora’ by.the. reft. 
He was inform’d that Enemy kept a 
ftri@ guard in their Retrenchments on the 
other fide of the Rhine, thaethe Count de 
Thungen was fent thither by Prince Lewis 
of Baden with a Reinforcement, fo that the: 
whole number of the Imperialifts confifted of 
10000 Men, of regulated Troops, befides fe- 
veral Companies of their Militia ; yet he re- 
folv’'d to attack them. There is a Fort rais’d 
in an Ele in the Rhine near the German fide 
of that River, and a Bridge from Hunnin- 
hen to that “Wand. The rquefs order’d 
our Pieces of Cannon to be planted in that 
Ifand, and commanded 1200 Grenadiers un- 
der the Marquefs de Seignelay to go. over 
from thence in Boats; and, the Boats for a 
Bridge, being got ready, the Workmen ad~ 
vanced firft, and being follow’d by the Gre~ 
nadiers, threw up Works at the head of the 
Bridge in fight of the Enemy, who were in- 
trench’d in an Eminence within a quarter of 
a League of the River fide, and only, play’d 
on the French with their Cannon, ‘Thus the 
Bridge was finifh’d without any lofs. The 
next night the Enemy advanc’d to. attack the 
Works, upon which Lieutenant Genera! Des 
Bordes and the Marquefs.de Biron ordex’d 
the Grenadiers and the Workmen to keep in 
the Boats, and on the Bridge, and from 
thence made fuch a Difcharge on the Enemy 
with fmall fhort, and Cannon. loaded with 
Cartridges, that after a Difpute of 3 Hours 
they were oblig’d to retire. In this Occafion 
6 Officers and 30 Soldiers were kilPd and 
wounded; and of the Enemy 2 or 300. The 
Marquefs de Villars immediately difpatch’d 
an Exprefs to the Count d’Arco, to give him 
advice of his Succefs, and in the mean time 
order'd the Works to be carry’d on for fe- 
curing his Bridge.
